Some Ter ible Experiences, 


» ~~ London, February LL. 

Sir Ernest, Shackleton, in the “ Daily Chromcie” gives 
gocounts of the terrible experiences of the Ross Sea panty of 
bis expedition whe were absert {rom the Aurora laying food 

. depots when the latter broke off from her moorings at Capo 

’ Evans in Mlay, 1915, Sir Ernoat Shackleton rescued five of 
the party on January 10 while three, including the leader, 
Captain Mackintosh, and the Padre, bad in the meantime 
-suecumbed from privations, Traces of the remains wero 
sought without success, Tho Rosy Sea party's carly trials were 
very severe. There were furious blizzards with a temperature 
of thirty below zero, All except four of the dogs died on 
the trail. Tho party again arrived at Cape Evans a fortnight’ _ 
after the Aurora had broken away. They.found plenty of 
food, but there was 4 shortage of clothing. Members of the 
party made clothing from materials the Scott expedition had . 

. left, while the others worked scientifically and hunted gcal 
and subsequently stocked the distant- depots, The party 
started southwards on Janunry 16 and Jeft the Padre, who 
had contracted scurvy, in a tent. They proceeded to lay — 
the lest depot, and found two ledger, the sole trace of 
Beott’s expedition. . : ; . : 

On returning, they picked up the Padre who'was lashed 
Wa sledge in a slecping bag. Scurvy generally appeared. 
Mout rapid travelling was made,. but the: strain, 
combined with bad condition, shortened. tha marches. . 
Fortunately they tuok extra food from one’ depot, for 
when eleven miles from the next and within thirty miles of 
where Scott perishod an awful blizzard lIpeting a fortaight 
ect in, Camp wae broken when it had lasted six days, be-' 
esuse the mien were weakening and provisions were prac- 
tically exhausted.
